|Gee, I feel sorry for the pop- 


ulants—they are feverishly re- 
building with little more than 
straw, mud, torn tin roofing, 
pasteboard and burnt rafters. 
Small children, the orphans of 
war, are all swarming around 
in rags in search of food and 
their parents. They strike a 
Pathetic picture as they rum- 
mage in the ruins in search of 


|tood and clothing. I talked to) 


a Korean business man whom 
I had known when the Star 
was running in. He speaks very 
good English and remembered 
me from before so "he let his 
hair down" and told me how 
things were like during the oc- 
cupation by the Reds. He said 
that a third of Inchon's popu- 
lation was killed the first week 
the Reds were in possession of 
the town. Any South Korean 
that was known to have had 
dedlings with the Americans 
were hustled off and shot; of- 
ten as not his entire family 
were rounded up for the same 
fate. This shop keeper continu- 
ed telling me how the soldiers 
stripped him of everything 
he had—even if it was of no 
use to them. I asked him what 
happened to all the Inchon girls 
that used to come to the offi- 
cers club dances. He replied 
that they were the very first 
to be executed. It seemed that 
any Korean that had close as- 
sociation with the Americans 
during our occupation were on 


the black list of the Red sympa- 
thizers who upon the commu- 
nists’ entry promptly pointed 
them out, had them shot, and 
took over what property the 
deceased left their “benefact- 
ors."

STATION HISTORY 

By Doyle W. Smith 
The Everglades Experiment 
|Station was established June 
14, 1921, under the provisions 
of Chapter 8442 Laws of Flor- 
ida which authorized a $10,000 
($5,000 to come from the Board 
ot Commissioners, Everglades 
Drainage District) annual ap- 
propriation “to be used êxclusi- 
vely for the station. On August 
24, 160 acres of land in Section 
3, Township 44 South, Range 37 
East on the Hillsborough Canal 
about 3 miles from Belle Glade, 
were set aside for this pur- 
Pose. 

During October, a committee, 
consisting of F. C. Elliott, then 
Chief Drainage Engineer of the 
Everglades Drainage District, 
and Dr. Wilmon Newell, Direc- 
tor of the Florida Agricultural 
Experiment Station, visited the

proposed site to examine the 
land and vegetative covering 
and to prepare recommenda- 
tions as to construction of build- 
ings, dock (in the Hillsborougs 
Canal), ditches, etc. This com- 
mittee was later authorized to 
proceed in accordance with the 
plans submitted by it, and by, 
June 30, 1922, a number of 
ditches were dug on the prop- 
erty and a preliminary 
survey was made. 

December 10, 1923, George 
E. Tedder began his duties as 
Foreman of the Everglades Ex- 
periment Station which, by that 
time, had a residence and an 
office building on the grounds, 
and the work of clearing the 
land was commenced. 

The Station continued to 
grow and the investigational 
work progressed until a north-

according to the proposed 
amendment. 

The state census serves in 
determining reapportionment of 
representation in the Florida 
House of Representatives and 
population groups for acts af- 
fected by these. 

While substitution of the 
Federal census would be a 
money-saver, certain wording 
in the amendment holds a dan- 
gerous threat. The clause pre- 
ceding Federal census states 
nless Giherwise ordered by 
the legislature. 

Under this provision the legis- 
lature could use the census of 
1850 or any other enumerations 
depending on its purposes, Dan. 
H. Redfearn, chairman of the 
Florida State Bar Association's 
Committee to Study the Con- 
stitution of Florida, points out. 

Third amendment states that 
each law shall embrace only 
one subject briefly expressed in| 
the title, that no law Shall be 
amended by reference to its 
title only and that the amend- 
ed section shall be reenacted 
and published in length.

The 
additiornl-court would be ex 
travagant and wasteful and 
would not have enough litigi 
tion to keep the judge. busy, 
according to reports. 

The fifth and last amend- 
ment provides for one addition- 
al county judge in counties of 
mere than 250,000 population. 
It also provides for election, 
powers, duties and compensa- 
tion of the additional judge. 

Only counties affected by the 
amendment would be Dade and 
Duval.
